Apple Polishing Has Beeome 
Scientific Art, Survey Reveals 


An extensive survey conducted athong the instructors 


of Santa Ana College reveal there are three major species: 
affected, non-affected and indifferent. 


Under observation and years of prac- 
tical experiments, it is agreed by ex- 
perts on the gentle art of Apple: pol- 
ishing that the highest grades are. ac- 
quired from the affected class of in- 
structors.

EDITORIAL — SHAKE HANDS 


Proselyting of athletes was the main issue at Tues- 
day’s meeting of the Southern California Junior College Stu- 
dent Government Conference at Orange Coast. 


The discussion arose in the general assembly when Mt. 
San Antonio College proposed a resolution asking the West- 
ern States Conference, largest one in the Southern Region, 
to accept the recommendation passed by the other three 
conferences concerning the proselyting of out of state atli\ 


letes. 


The recommendation was one requiring out. of state 
athletes to attend a college for two semesters before allow- 
ing them to participate in competitive sports.‘ 

It was the understanding that all conferences in the South- 
ern Region would accept this ruling before it would go into 
effect. The measure would apply only to persons coming out 


to California to attend school, 
letes whose parents established a bona fide résidence in Cali- 


fornia. 


Santa Ana College’s position in the matter, and that of ~ - 


and would not apply to ath- 


the other schools favoring the resolution, was that it would 
discourage proselyting of athletes by coaches, alumni or 


other interested parties. 


When the measure came to a vote, the assembly was 
divided at 25-25, and the resolution was defeated. But after 
the assembly agenda was disposed of, a motion for reconsider- 


ation was brought before the body. It was then passed 27 "= 


to 17. 


However, this recommnedation is not binding on the 
Western States Conference, and they will accept it only if 
they want to. Unfortunately, the majority of the schools in 
the Western States are opposed to it. 


The El Don is curious about the outcome of this measure. 
Proselyting of out of state athletes will continue if Pasadena, 
LACC, Compton, Glendale, John Muir, and Ventura fail to 


act wisely. 


We hope they do the right thing.
